With the adoption of the solar calendar 
by the Chinese government, the symbols and 
jsuperstitions of the old new year have lost in- 
terest except as they represent ancient. sur- 
vivals. ‘They nevertheless play an important

[part of the stock in trade of that wonderworker| 
mest called on at this season, the fortuneteller.

‘The Japanese desire to” deal 
solely with the fisheries question is really an

to the provisions of the Treaty of Portsmouth 
‘when it suits their books, and their rejection of 
it when it docs not. Should free fishing be 
resorted to the danger of a Russo-Japanese war 
‘would become very grave, in addition to which 
it would impose an additional burden “upon 
Japan with which she would be illeftted to 
jeope. On the face of it Japan would be well 
jadvised to meet the Russian'point of view with 
jsome concession. At least the money due on 
the purchase of Russian rights in the former 
(Chinese Eastern Railway could be paid, if only 
‘95 a proot of Japanese honesty in the matter, 
It is, of course, unlikely that Japan would scele 
{fo reach any compromise on the subject of the 
umber of troops {o be maintained in Marchot- 
kuo, for that is covered by a section of the 
‘Treaty which it is claimed is no longer effective 
‘because of the changed conditions. Russia 
Jseems to be adopting the same altitude with 
regard to the article concerning the fisheries, 
probably on the theory that what is good for 
{the Japanese goose, is equally sultable for the 
Soviet gander. 




















Strength of the Pact 


‘The authorities in Tokyo must be somewhat 
worried as to the exact implications of the Anti- 
Comintern Pact, if the report is correct that 
Germany is about to conclude a trade agreement 
with Soviet Russia which will include the 
exchange of materials of war and other 
machinery for the purposes of industry for raw 
materials. Japan's immediate enemy is, of 
course, China; or, as the statesmen in Tokyo 
prefer to call’ it, ‘the Chiang Kai-shek régime. 
‘And: this régime hds already been plentifully: 
supplied with German arms and munitions, 10 
fan extent which renders the charge that the 
democracies are providing China with the means 
to resist the Japanese invasion a little ridiculous. 
Now comes the possibility that the Reich, in a 
barter agreement, will engage to supply Soviet 
Russia with the means by which that country 
‘can more effectively oppose Japan, if that ever 
becomes necessary. It really begins to look at 
if the Anti-Comintern Pact is no stronger than 
8 number of other international agreements 
which have recently become pieces of torn 
paper. Is not Soviet Russia, or the Russian 
Sponsored Comintern, the objective against 
which the pact is aimed? And is not China 
actively engayed in hostilities against one of the 
signatories of the pact? It therefore seoms a 








contradiction that one signatory should be 
supplying munitions to a non-signatory to be 





“nother signatory. Germany at present is, 
however, not in a strong enough economic 
position to be able to choose what she will 
expért or not, and if the demand exists for 
Gorman munitions and armaments, the meeting 
of that demand provides the easicst solution of 
8 problem which must be causing a number of 
headaches in the Wilhelmstrasse. Japon would 
do well to pay more attention to these negotia- 
tions and sales, and to dwell less vigorously 
upon the import of munitions through Indo- 
China, where the facilities available for large- 
scale transportation are in themselves incapable 
‘of coping with the quantities so. recklessly 
charged in the Japanese press, as the accumula 
tlon of innocuous goods at the principal ports 
testifies. 








Corporal Punishment 


Attention was drawn by w letter in the 
‘correspondence columns to an article in the 
most recent lisue of "The Spectator,” written 
by a man who was for fifteen years 0 
master at Harrow, entitled "The Cane and the 
Cat." ‘The article, which fully deserves the 
atfontion” which has been drawn to it, deals 
with the old controversy of corporal ‘punish 
‘ment, and whether it may not do more harm 
than’ good. The writer of the article believes 
that it does definite harm, at least among 
adolescents, while as an argument against the 
lise of the cat he quotes. the tims-worn com- 
ment that violence breeds violence and that 
such a punishment may arouse desires for 
revenge from which society will eventually suf- 

‘Of course, the supporter cf the eat might 
very easily reply: “Exactly.” Because the cat 
is Alot used except as punishment for the most 
degraded offences or for violence, But so far 
fas the use of the cane on adolescents is con- 
cerned, the argument is altogether different. The 
whole ‘question of forms of punishment in 
schools is brought up. ‘There can be little dif- 
ference of opinion that the best solution of this 
problem is an individual. one. ‘There are some 
children who are harmed by corporal punish 
‘ment, and there are others who benefit by it. 
An iitustration of this wag recently brought to 
notice by a puzzled parent of two boys. ‘The 
elder of the two, a sensitive child, completely 
closed up when confronted with the cane. He 
seemed mentally paralysed, not only while the 
pain of the punishment lasted but for hours 
afterwards, during which he appeared to be 
Incapable of taking in What was said to him. 
The younger, however, bore the cone with a 
fortittide which amounted almost to indifference, 
though he ucknowledged the power of the 
parental right arm with the requisite amount 
fof howling. Another form of punishment was 
tried on the’ {wo. They were made to stand on 
a chair in a conspicuous place when they hid 
been naughty. The elder did not mind this at 
all, but quickly lost himself to his surroundings 
by telling himself a story or some such device. 
The younger, however, resented this form of 
punishment and usually came off the chair in 
such a stato of flaming mutiny that he was in 
the frame of mind to commit another offence 
immediately. This contrast in one family is o 
good illustration of the generat dimeulty. Tt is 
doubtful whether there can be any line aid 
[down definitely about the yood or evit done by 
feorporal punishment to children; but the in- 
‘dividual method of treatment is obviously too 
‘complicated for application in a big school, 
where an average form of punishment, taking 
into consideration the patently over-sensitive 
cases, must be struck,

Broadcasting House, the headquartera of the 
British Broadcasting “Corporation, is certainly 
Jone of the most remarkable buildings in Lon 
lon, and its peculiar rounded facade, ornament- 
fed with bas-reliefs of the most modern style, 
has become a magnet for all tourists visiting 
the metropolis. ‘The B.B.C. announcement that 
Ja new extension will shortly be built at the 
northern end will be greeted with pleasure 
leverywhere, for this part of the existing bulld- 
Ing—spreially designed to allow extensions to be 
added—has always had a slightly undnished 
‘appearance, In troubled times such as the 
present one can hardly fail to remark upon the 
attractiveness of the completed Broadcasting 
House as a target for a raiding bomber. 
Fortunately, the B.B.C. has had such a possibil 
ity in mind, and much of the important ap- 
paratus—ineluding the vital power-plant—i 
already placed well below street level, Watei 
[Is provided by an artesian well in the under~ 
ground rooms, and the new extension will in- 
corporate five. subterranean studies, tho largest 
fof which will be thirty feet high, Afty fect wide 
and eighty feet long. In case of emergency, the 
whole of the underground rection of Broadeast- 
{ing House will function as an independent 
transmitting station, gas-proofed and selt-sut- 
ficient. ‘The five underground studies will ac- 
tually be deeper than the famous vaults of the 
Bank of England, and each will be constructed 
Jas a “Wloating” unit, independent of its neigh- 
bour. Round them’ will be built a retaining 
walll of concrete, situated in a trench 64 feet 
‘deep and 30 fect wide. ‘The area of the new 
fextensions will more than equal the existing 
Jarea of Broadcasting House, and the final bulld- 
ig will present an imposing elevation with o 
skyline 110 fect above strect level and roots 
extending down into the earth for, nearly sixty 
eet. Although no oficial estimate has yet been 
jsiven, it is estimated that the new extension

New Party Formed 
In Shanghai 


Shanghal, Feb. 21. 

‘A new political party ‘called the 
China Patriotic Labourers and Farm- 
ers’ Party has come into existence, 
‘most probably in ‘Shanghai, for the 
Purpose of Nghting communism and 
also the Chungking government which 
is said to have been “invaded” by 
communists, ‘The “representative” of 
the new organization is Wang Dai- 
ming, in whose name large pamphlets 
have’ been distributed. 

In the envelopes in which the 
party's propaganda has been sent out, 
are ‘enclosed an announcement ox: 
Plaining the stand of the new party, 
& five point policy which is printed 
‘on a separate sheet, and an emblem 
of the party in the form of two hands: 
printed in red on a black background. 
‘Tho latter is supposed to have been 
printed by the publicity department 
‘of the new party, asking all workers, 
farmers and also fishing people to 
unite, ‘The envelope bears Shanghai 
Post Ofice seals only. 


New Appointments 


‘The announcement mentions that 
about 65 per: cent. of the Chinese 
people are workers and farmers who 
aro suffering from alleged mal-ad- 
ministration’ and the communist 
menace. “It denounces both com 
‘munists and the Chungking authorities 
in most bitter terms, asserting that, 
the Chungking government has been 
“invaded” by communists who are 
sald (0 be occupying Key positions. 
‘Without mentioning the name, the an- 
houncement says that according to 
‘4 newspaper repor!, Mr. Sun Fo has 
become president of the Executive 
‘Yuan, ‘Mr, Mao Chictung, Minister of

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IRRECONCILABLE VIEWS

Now that the Arab and Jewish cases have| 
been put luefore the Palestine Conference, 
‘the impression created is that the two| 
Peoples “are so far apart in their claims as} 
fo what should be done for a settlement of 
‘the present dispute that the task of recon-| 
ciling them will in all probability prove im- 
Possible of accomplishment. ‘The Arabs have! 
demanded—t, complete independence ; 2, 
abandonment’ of the attempt to establish a 
Jewish national home in Palestine ; 3, abyoga-| 
tion of the Mandate and its replacement by 
@ treaty creating Palestine a sovereign Arab| 
state, and 4, immediate cessation of Jewish 
immigration “and sales of land to the Jews. 
‘The Arabs have stated their willingness to| 
‘negotiate in a conciliatory spirit (or condi-| 
tions under which reasonable British interests, 
shall be safeguarded ; to approve necessary’ 
guarantees for the preservation of and the: 
right of access to all holy places and for| 
the protection of all legitimate rights of] 
Jewish and other minorities in Palestine, but 
they consider that measures which have been| 
taken under the Mandate, such as the facili 
ties given to Jews to enter Palestine, to| 
acquire land and other exceptional privileges, 
have rendered it null and void, and worthy: 
of abrogation. All this amounts to a demand. 
for unconditional surrender by Great Britain 
to the Arabs, and the dependence upon Arab’ 
goodwill for’ the protection of vital British’ 
Interests in the eastern Mediterranean. It is 
in the circumstances extremely unlikely that] 
anything approaching these terms will ever| 
be conceded by Great Britain, while it is! 
perfectly obvious that they will be bitterly| 
‘opposed by the Jews themselves, who would 
sce in any such surrender their own relin~ 
quishment as‘ a minority to the mercies of 
‘an independent Arab state, This is not to] 
deny that the Arabs have a great deal of 
Justice on their side. Their claims to Pales~ 
tine are centuries old, and while a very much 
longer time ago the’ land was undoubtedly | 
Jewish, usage since the most of them were] 
dispersed into other lands justifies to a very 
great extent the Arab claims. They are most 
certainly not to be dispossessed. 


The Jewish statement which was published! 
in London yesterday’ is equally as forthright 
‘8 that of the Arabs, indeed in the abridged 
version which has come to hand it is possible| 
to perceive troces of defiance. If the state-| 
‘ment that the Jews did not want to dominate 
the Arabs, but would not allow themselves! 
to be dominated by them has any meaning, 
whatever, it must surely be that they desire! 
‘an equality of status with them, but when| 
they deny that Palestine is an ‘Arab land, 
supporting their contention with the allega- 
tion that the Jews already form one-third of 
the population and were responsible for] 
two-thirds of the economic activity of the| 
country, they have in all probability placed| 
their finger on what is really the cause of! 
Arab complaint. Economic dominance is but 
{ short step from political control, und from| 
political control there is no very’ great dis- 
tance to the perfection of a Jewish state 
with the Arabs reduced to that minority’ 
status which they are seeking so carnestly| 
to resist. ‘That there have always been some| 
‘Jews in the country scems to be relied upon 
‘a8 proving some degree of continuity of 
tenour. It is by no moans a strong argu- 
ment. Nor’ is it strengthened by the conten 
tion that for the last 60 yoars active resettle-| 
ment work has been going ,on: this latter| 
does nothing more than to show the shortness: 
of the term of Jewish resurgence in Palestine 
‘as compared with the many centuries of 
‘Arab ownership. So long as the Jews 
follow a policy which is obviously designed 
to create a Jewish state at the expense of] 
the Arabs, so long will it be impossible to} 
secure agreement between the two peoples. 
A Jowish state in Palestine was never con- 
templated by Great Britain. The very 
specific limitations enuneiated in the Balfour: 
Declaration support that view, for it was| 
clearly laid down that nothing should be done| 
which might prejudice the civil and religious] 
rights of existing non-Jewish communities] 
in Palestine. ‘The creation of a Jewish state] 
would undoubtedly constitute an_ infringe 
ment of the civil rights of existing non- 
Jewish communities in the country, for the| 
‘Arabs would be placed at a disadvantage! 
which they are strenuously seeking to avoid. 


‘The continuance of a policy permitting un- 
limited immigration of Jews into Palestine’ 
would in itself constitute such an infringe-| 
ment, as tending ultimately to bring about a! 
‘Jewish predominance in population, and! 
reducing the Arabs to a minority status, so} 
that it is obvious that sooner or later a line, 
will have to be drawn in order that the 
implications contained in the Balfour De- 
claration shall not be robbed of their effec-| 
tiveness. Even if this were not done, and/ 
Palestine continued to accept an unrestricted | 
immigration of Jews, it would not solve the 
question of the Jewish refugees who are now 
fleeing from Europe, and. the larger numbers| 
who may eventually be forced to follow suit. 
Palestine does not, therefore, present a solu-| 
tion of this important phase of the general] 
difficulty, and other parts of the world will] 
have to be found where they can be accom-| 
modated. Consequently the Palestinian dis-| 
[pute ranks insignificantly with the major 
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reason it {s urgently desirable that a solution| to maintain law and order in thelr own terri- 


should be found. Nevertheless in view of} 
the uncompromising attitude of the delega-| 
tions to the Conference as indicated in thelr| 
two statements it is apparent that it will be| 
difficult if not impossible to find an adequate 
‘solution in which justice can te done all 
round. There is a danger that eventually 
some settlement will be reached doing a 
degree of justice all round, but complete with 
regard to neither of the prineipal disputants. 
That may not be reached at. this present| 
Conference which has about it few signs of| 
ultimate success, and it may even now prove 
to be the ease, that with failure to reach a 
compromise, the task will devolve upon 
Great Britain of devising and imposing a 
means of settlement. That will undoubtedly 
‘please neither Arab nor Jew, but then neither| 
will any other arrangement. Attempls to do| 
so in the past have failed, as witness the 
Partition Plan. ‘They are just as likely to! 
fail in the future, and if the average Briton 
would like to sce the Government throw its! 
hand in, with a ery of “A plague on both your: 
houses” it would be a very human feeling 
but not a worthy one in view of the British 
interests in that part of the world which aro| 
also involved. 











ADVICE TO A PHYSICIAN 


Feb. 10. 
The three stories of outrages which occurred. 


‘on Tuesday, two within the French Conces-! 


sion and the International Seltlement, and 
the third which took place in the notorious 
Fahwah Village, together form an interesting 
‘commentary upon the sustained attacks which 
are being made by the local Japanese officials 
andl press upon the police of the foreign areas 
‘and the British military. An armed robbery 
in the French Concession led to a running 
pistol ducl between the robbers and the 
Settlement police after they had fled from the 
French Concession. One was arrested, one 
‘shot and killed while the third managed to 
escape. Three alleged members of a gang 
who are said to have brutally assaulted and 
killed a Chinese private watchman on Mon- 
day morning, were arrested on Tuesday, the 
prisoners resisting arrest in the course of 
which a shot accidentally fired wounded a 
Chinese detective. An assault by employees 
of one of the gambling dens in the western 
area led to two of the assailants being ar 

rested. In Fahwah Village in the afternoon 
two Koreans were shot, and also a Chinese, 
by a gang of men who managed to make 
good their escape. ‘The Ta Tao police were 
unable to chase the criminals, being armed 
only with batons, and consequently unevenly 
matched with them, while something like fifty 
minutes elapsed between the time of the 
crime and the arrival of a number of Japanese 
military police. The criminal gang had by 
that time made good their escape. ‘The 
Settlement police had already completed their 
‘enquiries to ascertain that the shootings did 
not occur in Settlement territory. These cases 
fare mentioned as showing the contrast be~ 
tween the efficiency of the foreign police, 
and those supposed to be responsible for’ 
maintaining law and order in the western 
district, beyond Settlement jimits, and off 
Settlement roads. The foreign police made 
seven arrests within an appreciably short 
period of time after the various outrages, the| 
‘Ta Tao and the Japanese military’ police up 
to the time of writing had arrested none. 
‘The comparison is made for the purpose of 
showing how the facts demonstrate the utter 
‘meretriciousnes# of the Japanese criticisms of 
the foreign police forces. 

Indeed it shows more. It 
falseness of the claim made by the “Tairilu 
Shimpo" that it is the “British authorities’ 
‘mechanical’ refusal to recognize the existence 
‘and function of the Greater Shanghai Muni 
cipality. Police which has brought about 
Tawlessness in the region” and “may be said 
to have. originated all the trouble." The 
journal in question repeats the old formula 
‘contending that the British authorities—| 
by which it is assumed to mean the 
municipal authorities—have no other practi 
able means of saving the western area from 
its present plight of lawlessness than to co- 
‘operate with the police of Greater Shanghai. 
‘Thero is, and can only be one form of co- 
operation in this matter, and that is that the 
police of Greater Shanghai should exercise 
the same diligence and determination in deal 
ing-with the criminal elements in arcas over

AMERICA REARMS

‘Two important developments in the leglsla~ 
ture of the United States afford striking 
evidence of the very real concern with which 
its members are watching present day trends.

eney dofenee bill, providing for an expendi- 
ture of U.S.$367,000000 in the House of 
Representatives by the overwhelming major 
fly of 367 to 15 is one, and the defeat of 
motion in the House Naval Affairs Committee 
to delete the provision for the fortifeatiot 
of Guam, from the Vinson Navy Bill, and 
tentative approval of the proposed measure, 
is the second. With regard to the former the 
Republicans seem to have been bereft of 
any basis upon which to found opposition, 
and their attempt to control the rate at 
which aeroplanes should be built failed as 
the House appears to have voted along party 
ines, It was indeed a small matter whether the 
aireraft should be built at the rate of 1,000 
per annum, or whether the Administration 
should have full power (o build the required 
5,000 as it wished, but, apart from that, the 
voting shows that, with the exception of i 
few die-hard pacificists, both Republica 
1d Democrats, being fully alive to the situa 
tion, were behind the President in his en- 
deavonr to strengthen American armaments, 
Persuasive as the Administration's spokes- 
men have been in this matter, it is quite 
clear that all their eloquence was as nothing 
compared with that of the totalitarian states 
‘as shown by their actions, Whatever oppdsi- 
tion there may have been to President Roose- 
velt’s scheme it was weakened, and eventual 
ly destroyed by all that has been happening 
in Europe and the Far Bast during the last 
few years, and President Roosevelt can take 
himself for having timed the de= 
of his proposals in the manner he has.

Whether the 
Prosident ever said that the frontiers of the 
United States are in Europe or not, he might 
Just as well have done so, for the realization 
Of that fact has been brought home to the 
citizens of the United States, and more 
especially to its legislators in a manner 
which has been emphasized by the very 
It could not 
have been put plainer than in the speech of 
Mr. Stephen Page, a member of the Military 
Affairs Committee of the House, when de- 
fending the sale of war ‘planes abroad. 
“When we see England and France go do 

we are threatened. Isn't it better to sell 
England and France ‘planes for defence than 
go to war with a big Power to prevent en- 
croachment upon this hemisphere?" Thal in 
itself was a complete answer to the state~ 
ment by Mr. Charles Gifford, Republican, 
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that these sales made the inference dread- 
fully plain that the United States, was form- 
ing an alliance “with somebody.” That, of 
course, is not true. President Roosevelt ‘has| 
only just recently reiterated his intention of 
adhering to the traditional policy of the 
United “States, and indeed it is extremely 
doubtful, even though the citizens of ‘the| 
United States have a clearer realization than 
ever before of the evils of isolationism, whe- 
ther they would at this moment consent to 
the completion of a formal arrangement, 
which may, should there be no change in 
the totalitarian heart, sooner or later become 
inevitable, A counsel of perfection would 
be for the United States formally to align 
herself with the other democracies against 
the menace which has arisen in the world. 
It would be the greatest possible factor for 
peace, for the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo axis could 
make but a poor showing against the formid- 
table array which would be organized against 
them by such an arrangement. But while 
that cannot be done at present, and may 
never be, the fact remains that it only for 
self-defence the United States cannot long 
remain indifferent to any great outbreak of 
‘war in Europe, or for that matter anywhere 
else. 

"The project for the fortification of Guam 
has still some distance to go, before it se- 
cures the approval of the full House. ‘That 
it has received the support of the Military’ 
Affairs Committee, however, is signifteant] 
enough in view of all the circumstances. to| 
suggest that it will also eventually receive 
the approval of the House and of the Senate. 
‘The Japanese seizure of Hainan Island, in- 
dicating an advance (o the south which must 
seriously threaten the safety and integrity of 
the Philippine Islands, has had an unmistak-| 
able effect upon the’ decision of the Com- 
mittee in this matter, ‘The Japanese as~ 
Suranees that the island is only to be oc-| 
cupied temporarily, if they are not frankly] 
Uisbelieved, are certainly not accepted at] 
their face value, and that being the case, it 
is obvious that the most prudent course for 
the United States to take is to place herself| 
in the best posture of defence in the Pacific 
against any such threat (0 the Philippines. 
To delay until it has been definitely shown 
what are Japan's real intentions would, in| 
view of all that has happened during the past| 
cighteen months, be foolish. The Japanese as- 
sertion that the fortification of Guam would 
be a direct menace to herself has no real] 
merit. ‘The United States can never be ac- 
cused of having at any time followed an ag-| 
iressive foreign poliey, and whatever deci 
sions may be made with regard to the} 
establishment of more bases in the Pacific 
Ocean they will be dictated merely by reason: 
of defence against aggression, such as it is 
feared Japan sooner of later contemplates in 
the furtherance of a policy which has already. 
been made much too clear to permit of any 
degree of complacency on the part of the| 
United States, Groat Britain, France and the 
Netherlands. "It is obvious that, when deve~ 
opments give indications that sooner or later| 
the United States may become involved with 
Japan over the Philippines, the United States 
Government must place itself in a position 
{o defend its lines of communication across! 
the Pacifle Ocean. ‘The suggestion that in 
doing 80 a threat is lovelied against Japan, 
|g true only in one set of circumstances, when 
the aggressiveness of Japanese policy calls 
the potentialities of a base at Guam into 
operation. “It may never prove a menace to| 
Japan, but that is so long as Japan does not 
se0k {0 cause trouble. 

















STRAWS IN THE WIND 
Feb. 18. 

‘The vesult of the by-election in the Holder= 
hness Division of Yorkshire, made necessary 
by the death of Sir Servington Savery, has 
sulted in retention of the seat by’ the 
National Government, despite the fact that 
the conservative vole was split by the en- 
trance of an Independent Conservative into| 
the fight toyether with Liberal and Labour 
contestants. ‘The flyures which have been 
published of the voting are interesting. The 
poll itself was larger than at the last election, 
both the Labour and Liberal candidates re- 
gistering inereases, while the National and 
Independent Conservative vote combined 
also represented an inerease, though some 
six thousand voters apparently did not ap 
prove of the policy followed by My. Cham- 
berlain. ‘The total poll was 45,064 as com- 
pared with 41,483 at the last election, and 
that inerease ‘seems to have been about! 
equally shared between the three political 
creeds, accepting, of course, that hid there

against him is an uncomfortable fact, especi- 
ally if it in any way adequately represents 
the manner in which the party is divided 
throughout the rest of the United Kingdom. 
If indeed this does represent the real facts 
fof the situation, then Mr. Chamberlain will 
probably be in-no hurry for a general elec~ 
ion until he is convinced that he commands 
greater support within his party than this 
by-election would seem to indicate. 

‘There are signs, however, that some ofj 
his critics are being gradually won over. The 
recent atfempt by a section of the Govern- 
‘ment’s supporters to create a new party, 
jealled. “The One-Hundred Thousand” de- 
signed to put more ginger into the policy of 
the National Government proved and 
egregious failure, It died almost siillborn, and| 
while there are endeavours still being made 
to resuscitate it, there seems to be little 
‘chance of the movement ever being a suc- 
cess. That may be for a number of reasons. 
Sir John Simon claims that there is an in- 
‘creasing feeling throughout the country that| 
the prospects of peace are becoming. more| 
secure. There are many who will undoubted-| 
ly believe that Sir John is indulging in a 
little too much optimism, though it cannot 
be denied that certain factors operating in 
favour of peace are stronger today than they 
hhave been for a very long time past. There 
is the knowledge that Britain is growing| 
stronger every day. There is the knowledge | 
that Britons are prepared to shoulder every 
burden necessary to make themselves secure, 
while the close and warm understanding} 
between Great Britain and France, and good 
relations with the United States, together 
with the prospect of the conflict in Spain 
‘coming to an carly termination all contribute 
to the feeling of greater security than has 
been the case for all too long. The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer is probably correct 
in insisting that another important factor is 
the determination with which Ms. Chamber- 
lain has pursued his policy of secking to 
effect 2 better understanding with other 
states no matter what form their government 
may take, and to the coolness and firmness 
with which he has held to his course during 
recent months of anxiety. That Great Bri 
tain is infinitely stronger now than she was| 
but a few months ayo is due entirely to the| 
determination of the man who succeeded in 
‘staving off war last September. ‘The four| 
‘and a half months which have passed since 
then have enabled Great Britain to put 
herself in a better position of defence than 
she would have been in had hostilities broken 
‘out then. Weaknesses in the system have| 
been discovered and practically entirely re- 
moved; they should be totally climinated 
within @ very short time now, and no matter 
how roundly Mr. Chamberlain may be con- 
demned by critics who would have followed| 
what they contend is a stronger policy the 
fact remains that he has contributed not only 
largely to the present feeling of security, but 
also to the confidence with which Great 
Britain can now contemplate the possibility 
of war. 

How far that had any influence upon the! 
minds of the voters in the Holderness Divis-| 
‘on is not clear at this distance. Quite likely 
it had very little, for feelings such as those 
to which Sir John refers are apt to be much| 
too intangible for use ‘as clectioneering| 
‘arguments. Incidentally it may be readily 
inferred that the election was fought out on 
what happened last year rather than upon 
the improved prospects which have recently’ 
been brought about, It may take a_ long 
time to bring about that general conviction, 
which Mr. Chamberlain and his immediate 
supporters hold, that it is possible to be 
friendly with those states with whom rela~ 
ions are not so cordial as could be desired, 
but a fully armed Britain should find the 
task of improving international relations in 
this respeet_much easier now than would 
have been the case when Mr. Chamberlain 
had to make his fateful decisions last year. 
‘Those who profess 0 find in the opposition| 
which has been demonstrated against the 
Prime Minister signs of weakness in the 
general politieal structure of Great Britain, 
should give their’ impressions no undue 
‘weight. ‘The British, like the French, reserve 
to themselves the right to differ greatly on 
political matters, but in the face of danger 
they coalesce into one body for mutual defence. 
‘There is every likelihood that if Mr. Cham- 
berlain went to the country now he would 
find himself returned to power because of| 
the reluctance of the British voter to swap 
horses when facing erises which may bo| 
expected in the near future. If he defers 
doing so until next October, the chances of| 
retaining power may be considerably increas~ 
‘ed, especially if in the interim he cither| 
achieves some success for his appeasement 
y, oF in the face of political aggression 
shows just that same degree of firmness as! 
that with which he has so resolutely stuck 
to his guns despite the flerceness of his crities 
and the rebellion of some of his supporters. 























MUNICIPAL SALARIES 
Feb. 21. 
With commendable celerity the Special 
Commitice of Exchange Adjustments and 
Bonuses, appointed by the Municipal Coun- 
cil to consider the matters raised by the 
‘Council's own adjustments of the pay of its| 
‘employees has made its report, and the Council| 
at its meeting on Saturday last very properly 











decided to adopt it. In doing so it hos acted 
wisely, for though it will be an uncomfort~ 
able fact for the ratepayers to face that the 
‘wages Dill of the Council will have been in- 
creased by some $19,000 more than under 
lis own scheme.—standing nov at an estim- 
ated figure of $720,600 per annum, instead of 
'$100,720,—the general impression to be gain 
ed from the report is that a greater degree 
‘of justice has been done throughout the ser~ 
vies. That there was obvious discrimination 
‘was one of the main criticisms which was 
levelled against the Council's scheme, and 
the Special Committee is to be congratulated 
upon devising a system whereby amore 
satisfactory degree of equity becomes appar 
ent in the methods by which the municipal 
servants are remunerated. In its. findings| 
‘and recommendations the Special Committee| 
makes it quite clear that the Court had 
departed from the principles laid down in 
the Staff Economy " Committee's report in 
relation to the exchange compensation allow- 
fed {0 heads of senior departments and the 
Gepulies to heads of senior departments and 
heads of junior departments, That report 
it concludes should have been adhered to, 
while at the same time the Council should 
have lived up to any promises that it may 
have made 10 its staff. In effect what the 
‘Special Committee has’ done is this: it has 
taken some $111,000 which under the Coun~ 
cil's scheme would have gone to the heads 
of Departments and other seniors, and mak 
ing it up to $130,000 has done betier justice 
{9 the remainder of the Class “A" employees. 
A glance at the figures relating to the pro- 
posed payment to heads of senior depart- 
‘ments Indicates that the Special Committeo| 
has resorted to something in the nature of a 
compromise which at the same time reaffirms 
the old principles under which the municipal 
service Was paid. In the circumstances this 
‘appears to have been the wisest course to 
follow and should tend to allay much of the 
criticism ‘which was levelled against the 
Council's scheme. 
Complete adherence to principle, however, 
hhas not been effected for the Special Com- 
mittee, with reference to the combined post 
of Secretary General and Secretary, which 
comes into being on July 1, 1939, expresses! 
the opinion that considering’ the responsibili- 
ties attaching to the post, and the qualifica 
ns of the person holding it, the salary of 
122,500 per annum is not excessive. Roughly 
speaking the Special Committee appears to 
have followed common sense lines in dealing 
‘with this very difflcult question. It estimates 
that a Class “A” employee spends two-thirds 
fof his or her salary in Shanghai, while the 
remainder represents either savings or the 
proportion of normal gold commitments which 
he or she might reasonably be expected to 
make or meet. On the two-thirds, a tem~ 
porary bonus is granted to meet the extra 
Cost of living, while with regard to the bal~ 
‘ance exchange adjustment should make the 
‘employee whole so far as either commit- 
ments or savings are concerned. It seems in 
the circumstances the only fair method of 
meeting what it is to be hoped is merely a 
femporary difficulty, and, as it has nothing 
about it of the qualities of permaneney, the 
burden which the ratepayer has to bear’ will 
vary with the exchange position. It can only 
be hoped that that will ultimately Improve 
fo such an extent that this seven lakhs addi 
tion to the salaries bill will eventually be 
wiped out. What is of the utmost importance 
to Shanghai, however, is that its munieipal 
servants shall be paid in the currency of 
its revenue. ‘That "is the principle which 
should always be recognized, though in cir- 
cumstances such as these adjustments. whe- 
ther by exchange or by temporary bonuses 
are necessary if the service is to remain con= 
tented, and attractive to the type of person 
it is necessary to employ. 
The Special Committee makes no finding 
8 {0 the ability of the Council to pay the 
extra sum their recommendations involve, 
Judging from the figures representing actual 
income and expenditure for 1937, in. which 
year the latter exceeded the tormer by some 
$2,500,000 it would seem that the Council 
will in all probability not have enough funds 
to meet the extra charge. ‘The Special Com= 
mittee does not say so, though it is possible 
that with increased actual revenue for 1938, 
‘and an expenditure which is not yet known 
the Couneil may be in a position to flnance 
these temporary bonuses and exchange  ad- 
justments without appealing to the ratepay- 
ers. TL is devoutly to be hoped that this is 
the case, for the present is most certainly 
not the time for such an appeal to be made. 
‘The Council need take no flattering unction| 
to itself that, because the new scheme is a 
fle more costly than its own, it is neces 
sarily justified by the finding of the Special 
Committee. Indeed its erities have been 
completely vindicated in many. of the strie- 
‘tures which they passed upon it, more parti- 
ularly. by the reversion’ to old principles 
which ought never to have been ‘departed 
from, It will probably by now have realized 
that much of the criticism which was voiced 
‘was aroused by the cryptic terms in which 
it announced its intentions in the notiieation 
of December 30. It was not until some days 
after publication that whispers beeame cur- 
rent as to what that” notification i 
volved, and public feeling was greatly 
exacerbated by the suspicion that — the 
esoteric wording was designed to keep 
the facts from the ratepayers. It is not

General Franco Adamant 

It is only reasonable that, while there ix 
a lull in. the fighting in Spain, endeavours 
should be made by both Great Britain and France 
{to bring peace to that stricken country. General 
Franco will undoubtedly make every endeavour’ 
to commence his campaign against that portion 
Jot “Spain which has not fallen to him ax 
Quickly as possible, but while he makes new 
dispositions ‘of his forees there is a breathing 
space of which advantage shoutd be taken in 
the interests of peace. The Nationalist Leader's 
terms are at present uncompromising. They 
Jamount to nothing short of unconditional sur- 
render. ‘That, he has made perfectly clear, ‘The 
Republicans, however, are deterred from accept- 
ing that because of the fear that stern reprisals. 
will be taken against them once peace has been 
established, General Franco's statement that he 
would only punish the "blood guilty” being 
much too wide to dispel the fear that large 
numbers of Republicans will receive severe 
Punishment and even death. “Already a number 
‘of Republicans have been tried and sentenced 
Jat Bareclona, though not many details have os 
yet been made known to the world at large. 
Tho British, and the French would undoubled- 
ly like to ee General Franco, while insisting 
upon unconditional surrender, “definitely aban- 
don the policy of reprisals.’ In that respect 
there can ‘be little ‘doubt that the move for re- 
Jeognition of General Franco's government 
‘would be rather more popular in both coun- 
{tries were he to do xo, and follow somewhat 
‘more merciful lines than those which he ap- 
pears to be bent on following. It ever there 
Were a case in which the quality of mercy 
should not be strained it is this. Sufficient 
wrongs have been committed during the course 
‘of this wrelchedly bitter struggle without add- 
ing to them in times of peace which it is 
hoped Is soon ta come. ‘There is still much 
‘cause for resentment on either side, and this 
will not be alleviated by the further persecu- 
tion ‘of people who no matter how. right o: 
‘wrong their politieal convictions may have been 
have already suffered very considerably for 
them. "A Paris message states that the Republi- 
can Government are prepared to offer surrend- 
fer with the one condition that there shall be 
hho reprisals against those who fought on the 
Republican side, or who have Republican sym- 
pathies. On the faco of it this docs not seem 
fo be an unreasonable condition, though they 
fare in no military position to insist upon It 
[Should it be refused they wilt have no alterna- 
tive but to continue a struggle which can only 
Jend one way, for if numbers of them are soon- 
er or later to dic under sentence of General 
Franco's courts-martial, they will probably feet 
‘that they might just as well make thelr deaths 
fas expensive to the ullimate conquerors as 











‘but after all they are in a desperate case. 





the minds of the Council, but it is as well 
that it should remember’ that the secrecy 
which shrouds much of its proceedings in 
itself engenders suspicion. In this connec- 
tion it would be better if the Council adopted 
the policy of making public notifications in 
language understandea by the commen people, 
and not something which needs a great deal 
of inside information to comprehend. ‘There 
is one other point. Congratulations are due 
to the heads of departments and deputies 
concerned, who have voluntarily waived their 
undoubted rights with regard to notice con~ 
cerning the changed conditions which the 
‘Special Committee's report brings about. BY 
doing so they enable the Couneil to put the 
report into effect without delay. In view of 
the criticism which has been levelled against 
them, as ungencrous in some cases as it was 
ignorant, their gesture is one of very con-

House of Representatives on February 7, that a new naval building 
programme will be presented to the Diet shortly intended to meet 
the building programmes of the United States and Great Britain.

that Admiral Yonai declared in

Former Programmes Reviewed 

Japan's naval replenishment pro- 
grammes date back to 1930 when the

Jot ¥.372,000,000 over three years, but 
‘was not actually completed until 1036, 
Xt called for four Cruisers of 8,500 
tons each, one aircraft earrier of 7,100 
tons, twelve destroyers, nine sub- 
marines, one submarine tender, 
thirteen’ small vessels such as gun 
boats ete. and fourteen alreratt 
‘squadrons. 

‘In January 1933, former Navy 
[Minister, Admiral Osumi, brought. a 
Second ' Naval Replenishment » Pro- 
gramme before the Diet which was 
to be completed by the end of 1936. 
‘As originally outlined, this made pro- 
vision for one aircraft carrier of 8,000 
tons, one cruiser of 8,500 tons, seven 
destroyers, six submarines, one mine- 
layer, eight torpedo boats and sub- 
marine chasers and five alreraft 
squadrons. 














Latest Expansion Plans:

‘The 
data given below have been obtained 
afler exhaustive enquiries, “made 
from various sourees, and are thought 
to give an accurate picture of one 
phase of the present situation and 
the not too pleasant possibilities it 
still entails, 


125 Gaming and Lottery Dens 

In the so-called badlands the 
are now about 125 licensed gambling 
‘and lottery dens, every one of whieh 
contributes to the demoralization of 
the Chinese population and to the 
cheapening of the district in general. 
Roughly, one-fifth of these establish 
ments are gaming houses where 
patrons may. indulge in various 
ordinary forms of gambling. It is 
needless te say that the games are 
Pot all operated honestly. Besides, 
there have been many eases, reported 
In the columns of newspapers in some 
nstances, of patrons being robbed 
while trying to go home with win- 
rings. Robbed, and sometimes badly 
beaten in the bargain! 


In addition to the variety of gam: 
bling games therg are about 
Inouses conducting Hwa Hwei lotteries, 
 pernicioas form of betting which 
readily lends itself to manipulation 
by the loafers who operate it. Many 
a Chinese has been ruined financially 
‘and morally by this species of lottery, 
‘and many are the cases of suicide 
attributable to it, 




















Japanese Ronin Help 

‘The gambling hells started to spring 
up in the Western district a year 
ago. From the very beginning they 
Jwere conducted by Chinese of eriminal 
type, with the assistance in severs 
Instances of Japanese ronin. At first 
there was some trouble with the 
Japanese authorities (Military Police) 
who closed the dens, but soon they 
were reopened, with’ oflicial permis. 
sion, after the alleged payment of fees. 
In May 1938 forty gambling places: 
had already started to function. In 
some eases the “commission” paid to 
the Japanese was said to be consider- 
able. Soon afterwards the Japanese 
found it convenient to create the 
“Shanghai Amusement Supervisio 
Department” to lord it over the gain- 
bling dens. ‘The “amusement” houses 
were issued with licences and had 
to pay $152 per day to keep open. 
Considering that many of the places 
were small Chinese houses situated 
in obscure alleyways, the takings 
must have been pretty good. They 
still are, judging by the number of 
dens now in. operation. 

‘To ‘draw in the “suckers” (not 
fa very difficult feat) an advertising 
‘campaign was carried on. Telephone 
fand telegraph poles and walls were 
plastered with announcements regard. 
ing the games and lotteries, and 
coolies were engaged as touls to di 
tribute andbills among prospecti

gamblers. ‘This propaganda in some 
‘cases was extended to the Municipal 
roads. 

Armed Loafers Posted 


‘The dens attracted a large entour- 
age of shady characters, and internal 
strife soon developed." Bombs were 
thrown by rival gangs to such an 
extent that the operators of the den 
arranged to have their places guard- 
ed by armed men. ‘Thus the riff-raft 
in the employ of the gambling lords 
became far more dangerous than had 
been dreamed of. While they hung 
‘about the dens and alleyways with 
big Mauser pistols in their grasp, the 
“Ta Tao" police went on their rounds 
with only wooden clubs for their 
defence. 

Specially at night were the “Ta 
‘Tao" policemen scared of encounter 
ing the gambling guards and other 
‘bad elements, When these policemen 
had to be sbroad in the vicinity of 
the dens, they preferred to stand near 
the posts of Settlement constables on 
the outside reads, just in case some- 
thing happened! 

Now the police of the "Shanghai 
City Government” "(the term "Ta 
Tao" has been discarded) have been 
greatly increased and many of them 
have been issued with rifles and 
pistols by the Japanese military. ‘The 
Western district ofice of the police 
is situated at 92 Jessfield Road, near 
the Japanese Gendarmerie heada\ 
ters, and it is reported that the Ch 
nese strength of the police there was 
more than quadrupled early this 
month. As has been shown at the 
time of recent assassinations and 
attacks on “Shanghai City Govern 
ment” police stations, the members 
fof the latter police are hostile to- 
wards the Settlement Police and 
refuse to co-operate in the investiga- 
tions started by the S.MEP. into these 
outrages.

Buildings Released 


Early in January 1938, as the 
sult of a request received from the 
‘Shanghai American School to re- 
Tinguish several rooms for the use. 
of their own students, it became 
necessary to withdraw a considerable 
number of pupils from that school. 
A large house in Yu Yuen Road 
‘was acquired for the Public School 
for Girls, while the boys of the 
Public & Thomas Hanbury School 
were transferred for afternoon ses- 
sions to the Shanghai Jewish School. 
Shortly alterwards negotiations were 
completed for the release at an 
early date of the two school build 
ings’ that were still occupied by the 
British Defence Forces. Efforts were 
‘also continued to obiain additional 
premises for Chinese schools; three 
more houses were eventually’ found, 
‘enabling the enrolment in the pri- 
mary schools to be increased to 3.334 
pupils. 

Tn March the Publie Schoo! for 
Girls, the Western District Public 
‘School. and the Secondary School 
for chinese Girls returned amidst 
yeneral rejoicing to their former 
‘bodes, and the Public & ‘Thomas 
Hanbury School for Boys moved to 
more spacious quarters in Kinnear 
Road. “There remained only one 
foreign school—the Public & 
‘Thomas Hanbury School for Girls— 
for which no suitable building could 
be obiained until May, when this 
Institution in tur found’ a temporary 
home in’ Jessfiela Road.

Bight shots were discharged in 
rapld succession by the gunman, and 
two. of the bullets struck "two!

‘no got a chance to return’ fire, and 
the three suspects escaped by "rut 
thing down the stairway and out into 
the street 

‘A call was sent for an ambulance 
and the two wounded men were taken 
to the Police Hospital. " Last night, 
fone of them remained in hospital, 
white the other had been discharged! 
Nelther of them had suffered serious 
injury. 

‘The plstol used In the shooting was 
4 S2-calibre automatle. » Apparently 
it had not figured in any other recent 
erime here.

New Year 


Shanghai, Feb, 21. 

It takes more than a stéady down- 
pour of rain to dampen the ardour of 
Shanghai's Chinese community when 
itis bent on celebrating such an 
eceasion ss the advent of the Lunar 
New Year or, as it is now known, 
the Spring Festival. ‘This was clearly 
demonstrated on Feb. 19, the frst day 
of the New Year, when’ Jupiter Plu- 
vius once again’ vented his. wrath 
on a Shanghai whieh has certoinly 
had’ more than its share ‘of rain 
during the past few weeks, with the 
result. that many of the attractive 
sporting “fixtures which had been 
arranged for the holidays were can- 
celied, much to the sorrow of many 
members of the foreign community, 
who had to seek their pleasures else 
where. 

‘To the Chinese community, now- 
ever, the fact that it was. raining 
meant little. ‘They enjoyed them: 
‘selves in traditional style and, al 
though Nanking Road and ‘Avenue 
Edward VII were not as crowded by 
merry throngs as in former. years, 
they were certainly not devoid of 
people. Restaurants did a uiriving 
Business and most of the amusement 
places were filled with gay throngs 
throughout the day. 

Crowded Trams 

Larger throngs paraded the strests 
yesterday for, although the weather 
was colder than on Sunday the down. 
pour had ceased, with the result that 
members of the Chinese community 
appeared in their “Sunday best” bent 
‘on making the most of the Improved 
conditions.

fs all. A further touch is added by 
cavinre, placed either inside, on top, 
or on the plate, Black eaviar fits the 
foceasion better then the red variety, 
fand fresh js preferable to tinned. 
‘These rituals observed, a small glass 
of food, iced vodka swallowed with 
the first’ piece of the "blini” gives we 
Russian a sensation of almost heaven 
ly bliss. But an epicure cannot be a 
glutton, The “blini” must not be 
Inrge, thick or olly. ‘They must not 
‘be indiscriminately mixed with what- 
ever salty there is on the table— 
Smoked herring, salmon or anchovies. 
‘The more delicate and individualistic 
it'ls, the better. 


Pleasure Becomes Suffering 


In the villages, of course, “blini” 
was not eaten in the same’ fashion 
fas in the cities; and even in. the 
titles the lower classes adapted them 
to their more primitive tastes, And, 
strangely enough, it is these. primi- 
tive tastes that ake in vogue in emi 
gration. Pleasure, if taken in. over 
large doses, ceases to be pleasure 
‘and wecome’s suffering. 

Tn addition to the fresh black 
caviare which outside. of Russia is 
nowadays served only at Soviet

Russian Carnival 

"Masllanitza," of course, isa 
Carnival, a season of -masquerades, 
“trotkas,* and feasting. But it i 
followed so. excitedly and whole 
heartedly only because in the sub 
sconselousness of every Russian, is 
the knowledge that it will be followed 
by the Great Lent, when for soven 
weeks, it Js forbidden to eat meat, 
altend the theatre, play cards, drink 
or allow oneself any other terrestrial 
pleasure, At4 pm, on Sunday, the 
fast day of the “Maslianitza "week, 
church bells have peated out, all over 
Russia when festivities ‘ceased and 
everyone--youny and old—focked to 
the churches. Bofore that, In those 
well-remembered "good old days", it 
‘was customary for the young to Bow 
Tow before the old and ask them for 
forgiveness of anything of which they 
may have been guilty. On Monday 
morning, every city and every. vil- 
Tage In’ Russia “woke to that slow, 
majestic pealing ‘of the bells, that 
Special Great Lent rhythm that re- 
minded one of the tolling for the 
dead, and even to the foreign car 
sugested the futility of worldly strife 
{and filled the soul with sweet melan- 
holy.

As is always the case just before 
the “Great” Lent, when for seven 
weeks marriages are forbidden by the 
chureh, the wedding season’ inthe 
Russian colony isin full swing. 
Every day and on Sundays especially 
weddings are solemnized, and a great 
deal of space would be required to 
enumerate all those wo nave bound 
themselves by Hymen's bonds this 
season. Weddings are fOllowed by 
receptions, and this contributes to 
Keeping festivities in the olony at 
thelr height, 

‘The outer facade and the interior, 
of the largest Orthodox Church in 
Shanghal, is gradually taking on a 
Anished ‘appearance, “but the final 
completion” needs both time and 
money. Not yet built, are. three 
doors, four courses on the small 
cupolas, and the chief “ikonostasy” 
waist plays a major Ole in an or 
thodox service. Steam heating has 
also to be installed. To collect funds 
to do all this, and to buy the land 
‘on ‘which the’ church stands, special 
tins are passed around the houses of 
those of the orthodox faith, with the 
request. that each day each of its 
‘occupants put in the sum of one cent.

Priest Dies as He 
Had Wished 


Shanghai, Feb. 21 

An old French priest, who was the 
same age as the late Pope Pius XI, 
died at Siccawel on Feb, 18 and thus 
hhad his wish: to die iv the same year 
fas the Sovereign Pontiff whom he so 
greatly admired. 

‘The priest, the Rev. Henry Boucher, 
S4., passed ‘in his 82nd year, after 
proiracted ilIness. He was one of the 
heroic, sturdy French missionaries 


‘who helped to found and develop the 
large Mission of Kiang-Nan, and he 
died one of the oldest Jesuits in China 
He was a great international scholar

and he had on interesting life in the 
Far East, escaping death narrowly 
‘more than once when captured by 
bandits and soldiers. 

Father Boucher was born in France 
on November 1, 1857. In 1875, at the 
age of seventeen, he entered the 
Jesuit Order. After seven years of 
Study he came to China in October 
1882. One year was devoted to the 
study of Mandarin. Father Boucher 
‘was remarkable for his inexhaustible 
energy and marvellous power of ap- 
plication. Even during the hot months 
of July and August when a vacation 
from study was allowed, he would 
spend eight hours at his. Chinese, 
Three years of theological study was 
crowned by ordination to the priest- 
hood at Shanghai, February, 1888, 

Assigned to Halmen 

In 1889 Father Boucher had his Arst 
assignment to a mission district, name- 
ly Haimen. ‘This district had already 
been opened as a new centre of 
development but the life was ex- 
tremely hard due to poor food, poor 
housing, and the poverty of the peo- 
ple. From 1891 to 1897 Father 
Boucher had an even more difficult 
mission, ‘namely that of Hual-nan. 
‘More dimcult because the section had. 











During the search of 
the house one of the men drew his 
sword and ran it through each of the 
bundles of sorghum stalks. One threat 
of the sword passed just beside the 
Father's body without touching him. 
Father Boucher said, “I made an act 
of contrition, and propared to die’ 

But God had more work for his 
missionary and brotight him back 
safely to Sleeawel in the summer of 
1699 to make him the Rector of the 
Central Jesuit House. This position 
meant a great deal of work as he was 
likewise Rector of the College of St. 
Ignatius, the Superior of the boys’ or- 
phanage at Tu-Se-Wel and Director of 
the work of the Sisters at Seng-Mou- 
‘Yeu. For six years Father Boucher's 
indefatigable zeal expended itself in 
this great centre of Catholicity. 

Tn 1905 the opening of the now sec 
tion of Haichow called for this pioneer 
to the mission fleld once more, From 
1905 to 1908 he laboured with the 
Rev. Father J. Verdier, SJ. in, this 
new district, “Mission life was hard 
and very trying: there were bandits 


[aplenty and numerous threats and a 


severe beating were the lot of the un- 
daunted missionary. 
Sent to Japan 

In 1908 Father Boucher was sent 
to Tokyo to help open a Catholic 
university there, Working in unison 
with Fathers Hoffman and Dallman, 
German Jesuits, Father Boucher was 
responsible for the founding of 
Sophia University at Tokyo. Father 
Boucher spent thirteen years in ald- 
ing the new work in Japan. In 1921 
he returned to Shanghal to become 
the Pastor of the big Siccawel Cath- 
edral, a post which he held until 
1982," During this time he rendered 
much valuable help to the Mission as 
fan adviser and ay Director of the 
Bureau of Sinology at Slecawel. His 
wise and judicious purchases helped 
store the ‘great library at  Siceawei 
wisn many a precious volume. ‘Two 
literary works of Father Boucher are 
well known to the Catholic missionary, 
namely "Boussole du Lange Mandarin” 
for the beginner in Chinese, and 
“First Stops in French”, a ‘boook 
written for the Chinese ‘who are 
learning French. 

From, 1992 to his death Father 
Boucher continued on at Slecawel as 
fan assistant in the parish work and 
fs confessor of the various houses in 
Siceawel, As he spoke French, Ger= 
man,” English, Mandarin, and the 
Shanghai dialect, Father Boucher was 
fa very valuable man in such an inter 
hational community as is found at 
Siccawel—Aout, 8,

Deals With Many 


Commercial Problems 
Shanghai, Feb. 21. 


HE report of the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce for 

1938 which will be submitted to the 9Ist annual general 
‘meeting of members of the Chamber on March 21, covers a 
comprehensive survey of events in China during the past year, 
and many commercial problems brought about by the changed 


conditions. 

Under "General Affairs,” the diary 
of events in China during the year 
will be set forth in the Cham- 
ders ‘Year Book "in" chronologleal 
order. Tt also covers the Ananciat 
position which became unduly com- 
plicated owing to the variety of cur- 
Fencies Involved in different parts of 
the country. 

In all territory remaining under the 
control of the Chinese national gov- 
‘ernment the Chinese national. dollar 
remains the only legal currency and 
the value of the dollar has” been 
maintained at Is. 24d. for limited 
amounts. | Owing ‘to restrictions im- 
ppoved by the Chinese government in 
‘Treaty Ports reyarding the purchase of 
foreign exchahige the Chinese national 
dollar dropped considerably in value 
‘and towards the end of the year was, 
apparently, stabilised. for’ the time! 
being slightly above 8¥4d., although it 
was for a time below this figure. The 
amount of foreign exchange made} 
available by the Central Bank  of| 
China was eeduced during the year 
Until” approximately | £2000.00. "per 
‘week only was allotted for Shanghal 
Notes of the Federal Reserve Bank, 
Japanese-sponsored institution, » are] 
‘widely circulated in North China, but 
the fact that foreign currency ednnot 
bbe purchased with these notes has 
resulted in them being quoted at a 
discount as compared with the notes 
fof the Chinese ‘ational government 
banks in spite of official decrees on 
the part of Provincial governments 
devaluing the latter by 10 per cent. 
‘compared with Federal Reserve Bank 
notes, "War Notes” have been issued

Fall In Customs Revenue 

A severe falling off in revenue ol 
tected by the Chinese Maritime Cus- 
toms during 1038 is revealed "in 
statistes released by the Inspector. 
Genorat of Customs. The drop, est! 
‘mated approximately in Chinese dol- 
ara” renched a total of almost 
100,000,000. 

‘The Customs Revenue for 1998, 
composed of Import. and Export 
Duties, Intorport Duty, Tonnage Dues, 
Flood "Reliet Surtax’ and | Revenue 
Surtax, amounted to $254,570,000, 
approximately, as compared with 
'$842,000,000 for 1987. 

Consular Invoices 

In reply to representations made by 
the Chanber, the Commissioner of 
Customs, Shaiighai, stated in January, 
1038, that, necording to provisions of 
the ‘above regulations, if goods ate: 
imported in response’ to orders or 
contracts, those who placed orders oF 
contracts’ with the importer are the 
Eonsignees. As such, each of the con~ 
‘signees Whose goods exceed G.U. 00.00, 
in value Lob. would be called’ upon 
to take out a separate consular invoice 
at the Chinese Consulate nearest the 
ort of shipment. On the other hand, 
It the purchase was effected inde- 
pendently of any orders or contracts, 
Xe. for stocks only, then one consular 
invoice would be required for each 
shipment of goods covered by one 
Dill of lading and valued at G.U. 90.00 
fob. As the eesult of a call made 
subsequently at the Custom House by 
4 Sub-Committee appointed by the 
Chamber, the Commissioner undertook. 
to give Instructions to have a broad 
interpretation placed on the rules, and 
hoped in that way to meet the com 
plaints of Importers. Under Customs 
Nottfleation No. 2 issued in Mfay all 
regulations concerning invoices were 
eventually. abolished. 

Bonding Cargo 

In view of the existing restricted 
conditions for disposing of merchan- 
ddize and the fact that many arms were 
being forced by the Customs regula- 
tions to elther take delivery or re- 
ship cargo for which the bonding time.

Merchant Ships Fitted 
To Combat Pirates

‘more than ten Customs eruisers ther 
felves are still being detained, ac- 
cording to Chinese reports.

Mosplta! Development 

In view of the situation created by 
the epidemics, facilities for. treatment | 
Jand ‘Isolation ‘of patients had to be! 
Jextended. One obsolete bullding of 
the St. Mary Hospital, was fixed up 
and placed at the disposal of indigent| 
cholera patients, accommodating 1,576| 
patients, with a total of 7416 days| 
hospital days. The death-rate was| 
12.69 per cent. Over 4,000 liters of| 
saline were employed, 

‘Since smallpox is an acute com- 
jmunleable disease, “it. remains con-| 
{agious for a long duration, and thus, 
two centres had to be arranged, one 
with 40 Beds gor the treatment  of| 
}patients, and the other with 300 beds, 
for the isolation of convalescents, 
Both centers opening at the end of| 
December.

Medical evi- 
dence was also given by Dr. W: Koree, 
‘of 110 Szechuen Road, who stated 
that on January 3 he examined Brady 
‘at the General Hospital at about 7 
am.

‘alright, “Upon arrival in his room 
deceased, who was lying in bed 
reading, told her that he was feeling 
very nervy and that he ‘could not 
sleep. Witness twen fetched wm a 
bromide tablet and told him to get 
some sleep. 

Between 12 and 12.30 am, on Jan- 
uuary 3, witness continued, she heard 
the déor bell being rung furiously 
and on going downstairs saw the 
Chinese boy admitting Mr. Brady, 
who was dressed in a bath towel and 
was Wearing some old brown shoo’ 
Wenout Ines, “I asked him .t he 
‘was erazy to go out at that time of 
night in such scanty attire." witness 
continued. In reply deceased stated 
that ne thought he could sleep, went 
into ‘his room and ‘closed the’ door, 
she added. 

‘Witness then went to her room ancl 
went to bed but a short time later, 
feeling rather uneasy, she wont 16 
Mr. Brady's room again whero she 
fouind the door closed andthe light 
still on. After -recelving no. reply 
{o three knocks she entered the room 
and found it empty. On the bed wax 
fone shoe which deceased had been 
wearing. Wines then called ta 
boy and told him to look in the lane 
as she was afraid that Mr. Brady

‘Answering Mr, Watkin Williams, 
Mrs. King stated that she had known

look as_if he wanted to do some-

whose expences were quite small, He 
had never known him to be short of 
money, nor had he ever suggested 
taking’ his own tite, 

Witness added that the first intimi- 
ation he received that Mr, “Brady 
hhad ‘been injured was when he read 
a report of the accident in the “North~ 
‘China Daily News.” He proceeded as 
oon as possible to the General Hos- 
pital where he asked deceased what 
had happened. Replying to his 
queries Brady stated that he must 
have been imagining things and ttt 
he recollected falling on the ground 
with one foot under him. He also 
stated that he had imagined that he 
was put through the “third degree” 
soon after his arrival at the hospital. 
Witness concloded that this was a 
reference to the police, Deceased 
algo. stated, witness continued, that 
he had no clear recollection of what 
hhad happened and he knew no reason 
why he should have jumped out of 
the window, exeept that he imagined 
that people ‘had been shouting to him 
from’ the lane.

The clecessedl then left the table 
and went to the washroom, returning 
ater’ few “minutes,” Subsequentty 
Carumi, according 16 the witness, 
fainted whilst Fritz and Bumbelbee, 
two other men of the crew of the 
American steamship, fanned Carull.

XI was laid to rest in a tomb in the vaults of St. Peter's 


Basilica today, All Catholi

Rome, the .Vatican City, Roman

of all the 400 churches of Rome, the heads of the religious orders, 
the late Pope's family and church dignitaries generally gathered 
this afternoon. under the great dome of the Basilica which the 
xenius of Michelo Angelo created for the burial ceremony which 
was gorgeous in the rich tradition of Rome. 

The rare marbles of the great Basilica, its mosaics, gold and 
silver decorations, bronze statues, stained glass, red’ and gold

Shortly after the gates and doors 
were closed the members of the 
Sacred Colloge bogan arriving by the 
interior corridors that lead from the 
Vatican, all wearing the deep rich 
purple of mourning which the Princes 
of the Church are required to wear 
for a dead Pontiff. 

"Then there arrived from the 
Saeristy of St. Peter's where it had 
been formed, ‘the procession of the 
Canons of St. Peler’s singing the 
“Miserere.” ‘The arch priest of the 
Basilica led the procession. 

In the Chapel three separate groups 
were formed besides that of the 
Sacred College of Cardinals, The 
Hroups were composed of relatives, 
personal servants, domestic prolates of] 
the late Pontiff, and Roman patricians. 
Finally the Swiss Guards were massed 
Inthe backgvound but still forming 
part of the group along with the 
Noble and Palatine Guards who were 
‘more closely massed about the cata 
{alque, Black mourning cloth was 
wrapped round their epaulettes and 
the hilts of their swords.

While the solemn chants of “in- 
redior" and “quemado moduin desi 
derat” arose full and pure from the 
depths of St. Peter's Basilica, the 
private chaplains took the body’ from 
the catafalque. Following a third 
absolution “and benediction of | the| 
corpse, the "Maggiordomo” then ar- 
ranged the body for its final inter.

‘Three Coffins Sealed 

Before closing the cof, a final 
benediction was given while a notary’ 
read the required acts certifying to| 
the Interment of the body and its 
turning over by the Sacred College to| 
the clergy of St. Poter's. 

“The coffin was then scaled with the] 
seals of the ""Maggiordomo,” of the 
clergy of St, Peter's, of the Cardinal] 
farchpriest of St. Peter's and of the|

WEDDING OF WANGMO 


By Tincrax 

Dehehing Wangmo's chiet diversion in life 
seems to be “tasting” husbands. News of 
her latest matrimonial adventure is now the 
opie of conversation along. the frontier. 
Sometime ago she fell in love with Yeshe 
Dorje and sometime ago the event nearly 
‘became fait accompli.” Wangmo Is a native 
of Kham ; Dorje is a native of Dzang ; while 
Wa, the Tibetan province of which Lhasa is 
the’ capital, lies between. It was nothing 
extraordinary for this wealthy, charming, 
cultured, military young Tibetan’ princess to 
fall th Tove with Dorje, as she seems to be 
no stranger to this particular experience, In 
a land where polyandry is the marriage sys~ 
tem, Wangino’s matrimonial adventures are 
seldom mentioned in polite society. Her 
numerous husbands are stil viding wild 
horses somewhere on the Roof of the World| 
land some of them are thankful that life for 
hem has become free again ; though thelr 
freedom was granted without much request, 
Wangmo is colonel of the Kanze militia, a 
dashing band of young nomads and lamas; 
she is always armed, night and day,-and is 
probably the best shot along. ‘the border. 
Her numerous husbands, knowing this, are 
quite satisfied with a very short. periad of 
conjugal bliss, quite happy ever afler to ad- 
mire and adore their former spouse stom. a| 
distance. 

Wangmo's Tibetan militia is composed of 
some 500 young braves, many of whom are 
quite ‘handsome fellows, but poor. They! 
follow her devoutly wherever she goes and 
no doubt are quite prepared to die for her. 
On her last visit to Tachienlu she was seldom 
without « body-guard of 20 or 30 of these 
strong young fellows; and all were heavily 
armed, like charming’ Wangmo herself. Her 
‘Mlegianee “Is with the Republic, so her 
sympathies lie entirely east of the Yangtze. 
Love, however, even in the breast of Deh: 
ching Wangmo, is quite another matter and is 
in no way circumscribed by geographical 
boundaries. A dashing young beau in the 
person of ¥eshe Dorje belonging to the Pan- 
‘chen's outt appeared on the horizon andl 
Wangmo's heart gocs “out again, “Human 
nature being what it is, this young Tibetan 
colonel is not to blame, nor is Yeshe Dorje. 
‘This kind of thing has been going on too} 
long to come under the ordinary rules of 
procedure, “Wangmo's heart went out and 
Dorje's heart came in and it’ looked as if 
Konze might have another royal wedding. 
In fact only one thing remained to be done, 
namely, the act of the bride and bridegroom 
becoming one. 








‘There are four seer drinking ceremonies} 
connected with a ‘Tibetan wedding. When 
the boy's parents visit the giil's much beer 
is consumed ; when the 4itl's parents visit 
the boy's the same thing happens ; when 
hey meet together for the final decision 
“plenty beer" solemnizes the event; and of 
course the beer consumed at the wedding 
puts the other three occasions quite in. the 
shade, “The nomad’s wedding seems to be 
process of beer drinking from the rst step 
to the last. At Wangmo's wedding the first 
hiree beer” drinkings went down in. simple| 
history ; the fourth was to take place that 
day. “The bridegroom, Yeshe Dorje, ina 
beautifully docked chair, was only a short 
distance from the bridal ‘palace when it was 
rudely stopped by the powers that be, while 
the bridegroom and party were politely in- 
formed that the proceedings could go no 
further, as the Chinese authorities objected 
to the’ wedding. ‘The marriage was in no! 
ease miscegenition as the contracting parties 
wore both Tibetan, both wero the same 
colour, both consumed large quantities of 
yak butter tea, and both spoke the same 
language. The reason iven was, it was nol 
tight and proper for a person belonging. to 
Kham to “marry a person belonging to 
Deang. No doubt there are other reasons ;| 
the ‘one presented was considered quite 
‘enough ; there was no fourth beer drinking ;at 
least at! the wedding. So far there has been| 
hho reaction but it can't be forgotten that a 
bridegroom robbed of his bride is very much! 
like a bear robbed of her cubs. Wangmo's 
disappointment may be short-lived, as the 
duration of her latest matrimonial adventure 
‘was not likely to last for many months. 
‘The unfortunate who will suller most is| 
Gezang Chojong, the man who apparently 
proposed and engineered the royal wedding. 
From the day that Chojong began to think 
for himsett as a little lad on the left bank 
of the Yangtze he has been an opportunist. 
His father was Chinese, his mothar ‘Tibetan, 
80 Chojong acquired a spoken knowledge of 
both Tibetan and Chinese, which has, more 
‘oF less, been his undoing, since he finished 
his training in the Ameriean Mission School. 
Chojong had some ability, but his outstanding, 
characteristic was ambition : he wanted to be 
Chinese oMeial in Tibetan country ; and he 
wanted to be a high offical with a national 
reputation. “At one time in his history it 
Jooked as if his dreams might come. true. 
His native home being Ba, he with other Ba 
boys found his way to the great city of 
Nanking and there had the good fortune to 
find himself one day the leading secretary 
and interpreter to His Highness the Panchen 
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‘Lama. For a poor, unknown, Chinese-Tibe- 


fan bey from the confines of the Empire, this 
wwas indeed a stroke of ood luck. From! 
interpreter to secretary “to. adviser, this 
‘young man soon occupied an important place 
jn the Panchen's entourage, and when that 
entourage moved north-west to its adventure 
towards Lhasa, Chojong moved with it, with| 
hhis head now ‘sllled with greater ambitions, 
His knowledge of Chinese, both written and 
spoken, was the main ladder up which he| 
climbed to greatness. 

‘Any European who desired to sce the Pan- 
‘chen found easy access through the number 
fone seeretary ; und the number one secretary’ 
usually killed two birds with one stone: the 
Panchen was pleased to mect important Euro- 
peans, and so. was Gezang  Chojong. A. 
pleture would be taken and in it would be 
Ehojong, the European, and the Panchen. 
‘No money was necessary and a visiting card 
was the only request. The Panchen made a 
Tong detour in Mongolia and finally, with his 
now greatly increased following,  reached| 
‘Amdo in the autumm of 1934. Every step 
Westward towards the sacred. capital saw 
Chojong a bigger and bigger man, with a 
great ambition being realized every day he 
lived. "Then the Panchen Lama, the Spiritual 
Head of Lamaland, died. His death took 
place at the end of November or the be- 
Binning of December, 1937, at Jyckundo, 2 
small Tibetan town, north-west of ‘Tachienl.| 
With the death of the Panchen it looked as 
if Chojong’s carefully constructed ambitions 
hhad somehow collapsed. Within the Pan-| 
chen's entourage he gathered round himself 
3 number of personal followers from. his 
native Ba, including his mother and brother 
dnd others, who with him had been trained| 
in the mission school. ‘The Panchen's body 
‘was brought down to Kanze. From. there 
Chojong proceeded 10 Chunsiking, later re~ 
(uring again to Kanze, where he still re- 
mained a big man in the retinue of the dead 
Panchen. 

Chojong has very little Nesh on his body 
but this in no way affects his  tremendous| 
‘energy: he iz a man of action; he must be 
doing something ; s0 itis reported, he arrang- 
ed a wedding in which a princess of the! 
Royal House of Hor was involved. “Yeshe! 
Dorje’s claims to nobility” are still unknown| 
but he apparently is and has been an import~ 
ant offelal in the relinue of the Panchen| 
Lama. Wangmo, the Hor Princess, having no| 
particular husband on hand, evidently saw 
no reasonable obstacle to the marriage, so| 
Chojong went ahead. It now transpires that 
his ambitious foolishness has been his tndo- 
Ing and he is now persoun now grata with| 
the powers that be.  Chojong, from his school 
‘days, must have remembered the little poem. 

‘Come into my parlour said the spider to) 
the fly,” yet It seems to have conveyed very 
little if any meaning to his highly ambitions 
mind. He’ rushed in, apparently, » where! 
Angels fear to tread, and like Gezang Tserin, 
‘another Ba boy, his career scems to have 
suddenly come to an end. Chojong and 
Gecang are old schoo! boys whore ambitions 
‘along the Marches inclined them to take too 
big" steps and use language against the 
authorities that was ungenerous and unwise, 
Chojong’s last adventure may force him, like| 
Gezang, to seek refuge In retirement, and 
like Micawber he may now spend his’ days 
patiently: waiting for something or anything! 
fo turn up. 

‘Gesang ‘Tserin and Gezang Chojong have! 
been voices erying in the wilderness for 
Jong ‘time. Since 1926 they have been 
obsessed with the idea that Sikang should be~ 
come an integral part of the Chinese Re- 
public ; that the drabas and lamas and nomads| 
Should show more publi spirit and take more 
interest in the progress of nationalism ; that 
Sikang should bo. represented by Sikang| 
people; the Sikang people boing Gezang 
Tserin and Gezang Chojong. Their complete 
failure (o capture the nomadie mind and en-| 
thuse the Fed robed Tama has in no way de- 
erred them from carrying. out their ni 
tionalistie programme’; but it has been hard| 
And difficult ond discouraging work. "It would 
be. dificult to imagine a more tranquil 
existence than that of the Tibetan nomad. 
Over the Jedo Pass, "15,000 feet high, the| 
country stretches away towards the Yalung| 
fn what is known as the Grasslands ; that is, 
Undullating, rolling downs, covered with grass. 
‘The nomad, with his wife and family, tents| 
‘and yale, follows one valley. after another| 
Ul he has reached the back of nowhere, and 
there he settles down, spends one month or 
six months, and then’ follows more valleys 
fand Teaches another nowhere. Th this quiet 
seclusion he turns his prayer whee! with one| 
hand, counts his rosary with the other, white 
his lips, when he is not drinking, butter-tea, 
repeat “om-man-ni-pad-me-hum” His wife 
milks the cows; his daughter brings them 
home the nomad smokes his pipe; the yak 
faze around: the sin warms up the camp ; 
the tent is surrounded with peace and quiet- 
ness.
